ed in a Plan to Deceive Mrs. H a rry 


Orchard— Believed 
Jack 
Sim pkins 


Is Dead. 


Poise, Ida., June IO.—Tim prosecii- 
flon In the Steunenberg murder trial 
offered 
one 
of its 
most 
important 
pieces of evidence against William D. 
Haywood when, recalling Orchard for 
re-direct examination, 
it introduced 
and secured the admission of four let­ 
ters tending to show 
that Haywood 
during the fall of 1905, when Orchard i 
swears 
he was engaged 
on various 
crimes for the 
federation’s leaders, I 
had participated In a plan to deceive j 
Mrs. Orchard, the second, of Cripple J 
Greek as to the 
whereabouts of lier 
husband. 
Over a variety of protests from the 
defense Orchard was allowed to testi­ 
fy that early In the summer of 1905 
Haywood told him that Mrs. Orchard 
was writing him for Information as to 
Orchard’s whereabouts. Orchard swore 
that he proposed that he should write 
his wife n series of letters that were 
to be falsely dated and delivered to 
Mrs. Orchard by agents of the federa­ 
tion. 
He said that he First wrote two let­ 
ters which he dated at P in Francisco 
and had them delivered through Paddy 
Mullnney, who represented the federa- 
fion at Cripple Greek 
Orchard Iden­ 
tified the two letters and. overruling 
all objections of the 
defense, Judge 
Wood admitted them. 
Next Orchard swore that lie wrote 
a third letter purporting to come from 
Nome. Alaska, 
and that 
under tin1 
general 
arrangement 
he had 
made 
with the federation officials, Marian 
Moore 
carried 
the letter 
to Nome, 
where 
he went as 
organizer of the 
federation, and posted It. 


A dm itted as Evidence. 


This letter 
heiring 
the 
date of 
Nome, Aug. 
5, 1905, 
was produced, 
identified and admitted as evidence 
Orchard 
then 
identified a 
letter 
which Haywood wrote to Mrs. Orchard 
and that too, was admitted in evidence 
and handed to the jury. 
It was dated 
Denver, Nov. 18, 1905, and Is as fol­ 
lows 
“I have no* heard a word since I 
saw you. 
The last information I got 
was from Alaska. 
T think Fairfield 
was the name of the place. 
I see that 
awful conditions prevail among the 
law and order element.” 
Tile three 
letters written 
by Or­ 
chard wore 
commonplace 
and con­ 
tained practically nothing bearing on 
the ease or Orchard’s testimony except 
references to tile arrangement which 
Orchard says he made with the fed­ 
eration officials for the 
care of his 
wife while he was abs?nt. 
Tho defense attacked 
the letters 
and Orchard’s story about them when 
it got a chance to cross-examine the 
witness, hut Orchard held to the story 
about them. 
The witness successively 
denied that he had made an arrange­ 
ment for the delivery of the letters to 
Pinkerton agents; 
that the 
letters 
had made their appearance since he 
left the stand last week or that he had 
Invented the story because bls wife 
had Haywood’s letter in her posses­ 
sion. 
He swore positively that Haywood 
had agreed 
to write the 
letter and 
that Pettlbone and Mover knew of tile 
arrangement. 
It was a day of corre­ 
spondence and documentary evidence. 


Unsigned L e tte r Adm itted. 


Resides the four San Fran cisco-Alaska 
letters the state secured 
an admis­ 
sion of a certified copy of an unsigned 
letter, which Orchard got at Caldwell 
jail and which Orchard swears was 
In the handwriting of Pettlbone. The 
letter, dated -Doc. 30, follows-; 
— 
"Friend Tom;—Your letter received, 
That was Rent to Jack Dec. 21 for you. 
He should send It so that you ought to 
have it by this time. 
Will not write 
any more 
this time. 
Write 
me as 
soon as yon get to your new field.” 
The letter was postmarked at Den­ 
ver on Dec. SO, the day that Steunen­ 
berg was killed, and It Is claimed by 
the state that the “Jack” mentioned 
was Simpkins and that the “that.” re­ 
ferred 
to was $100 which 
Orchard 
swore he asked Simpkins to secure 
for him when he was leaving Caldwell. 
The state developed Its contention 
that as tending to show a conspiracy 
and knowledge 
of the 
Steunenberg 
crime Orchard 
was, without 
any re­ 
quest from him, furnished with coun­ 
sel within a few days after his arrest. 
It first showed that Orchard after his 
arrest sent no communication from the 
Caldwell Jail, and then produced and 
secured the admission of the original 
of a telegram filed at Spokane, Wash., 
on Jan. 31, 190f,, and sent to T. Hogan, 
care of the sheriff 
at Caldwell, Ida., 
stating 
that 
Attorney 
Fred 
Miller 
would start for Caldwell in the morn­ 
ing. 
The telegram was signed by "M.,” 
59 Hyde Block.” anil was charged, to 


Robertson, MflTer & RosenfefdT of Spo­ 
kane. 
The defense examined Orchard on 
this subject and largely devoted it­ 
self 
to showing 
that the 
Western 
Federation of Miners always provided 
counsel for Its members wherever and 
whenever they got into trouble. 
To combat the theory that Orchard 
killed Steunenberg in revenge for his 
of a .valuable m u test * i 
* ‘ He. 
cules mine Lh« state 
on redirect ex 
amination 
obtained from 
Orchard a 
declaration that he sold his interest In 
the Hercules in 1897, two years before 
the strike and troops came. 
The de­ 
fense attempted 
to modify 
this bv 
getting the witness to admit that he 
had not sold his interest in the Her­ 
cules, hut 
had pledged It and 
could 
have taken it hack any time up to his 
flight from North Idaho before the on­ 
coming troops, but Orchard adhered to 
the statement that he had sold out­ 
right. 
There was a long contest over an 
unsuccessful effort 
by the 
state to 
show 
that the 
confession of 
Steve 
Adams had been voluntary. 
It main­ 
tained that Adams had once discussed 
the matter freely with Attorneys Haw­ 
ley and Borah, hut that was about as 
far as it got, the court sustaining a 
series of objections from the defense. 
At the opening of the morning ses­ 
sion 
the defense asked 
Orchard a 
series of Impeaching questions. They 
all dealt with conversations in which 
it was alleged Orchard recited his pri­ 
vate grudge against 
Frank Steunen­ 
berg and vowed that he would kill him 
if he hanged for It. 
Orchard denied every 
query both 
specifically and generally.

Pyrenees- 
Orientales, are apparently nearing a 
stage 
when aggressiveness 
will re­ 
place the passivity which heretofore 
has marked the movements. 
Advices from Narbonne, department 
of the Aude, show that the situation 
there has become 
worse. 
Dynamite 
has been discovered on the railroads, 
in some cases the tracks have been 
removed, 
the telegraph wires 
have 
been cut 
with the object 
of imped­ 
ing the arrival of trcxips and the re­ 
volted villagers have been pulling up 
the pavements and collecting materials 
for barricades. 
The situation 
is full of 
menace. 
Practically the whole 
population of 
Narbonne 
is in the streets 
and the 
wildest 
excitement 
prevails. 
The 
slightest untoward 
incident is likely 
to precipitate fighting and the sacking 
of thf government buildings. 
Tn view of the incendiary threats of 
the population the general staff ;>f tile 
Sixteenth army corps hold a midnight. 
conference at Montpellier and all the 
plans were m ale to meet eventuali­ 
ties.

IToniler 
Clemenceau

fused to agree to the Immediate dis­

He declared that all means of 
conciliation had now been exhausted 
and that as chief of the government he 
was bound to enforce respect for the 
law. 
The wine growers’ committee 
of Argelllers had set up itself in place 
of the central government and three 
departments had engaged In a revolt 
against the country’s law and were 
threatening to burn out and otherwise

Newport News, Va., June IO.—The 
waters of Hampton Roads have given 
up the bodies of six more victims of 
the Minnesota’s launch disaster, three 
dead midshipmen and two bluejackets 
being picked up about a mile off Fort 
Wool (Rip Rap) and within half a mile 
of where the launch was sunk.

is now only one body missing, that of 
a man named Murphy. 
The corpses were those of Midship­ 
men Walter Carl Ulrich and Herbert 
T/e antler Holden, Ordinary Seamen H. 
L. Van Dem, Coal Passer Jesse Conn, 
Coxswain R H. Dodson of New York, 
and Ordinary Seaman F. R. Plumber.

dered. 
In the struggle, which m u st 
have been a terrible one, judging from 
the condition of the ground where the 
body was found, the unfortunate wo­ 
man had stabbed her assailant with a 
h a t pin which had been broken in the 
encounter. 
Not a sign or clue to tho 
m urderer was left and during all the 
months since the deed was com mitted 
not the slightest evidence leading to the 
probable 
guilt of any 
one has been 
found. 
It was th o u g h t for a time th a t 
two negroes who were seen ab o u t the 
place had m u rd e re d the girl and the 
authorities spent months in looking 
th em up. 
Suspicious characters were 
traced as far as the Pacific coast b u t to 
no avail. 
T h e case had been given up 
and the m a tte r was being forgotton. 
At the time of the m urder the young 
woman had a lover and the two were 
seen together shortly before the tour 
der. 
The young man 
was most stren- 
ous in his efforts to locate the guilty 
parties and had accompanied the sheriff 
west to identify a couple of suspects. 
No one was more solicitous for the r u n ­ 
ning down of the culprits than was he. 
Two weeks ago he was taken with an a t ­ 
tack of appendicitis. 
He was removed 
to a hospital at Little Falls and operated 
on. 
While digging around in his ab d o ­ 
men the physicians fo u n d —the broken 
end of a woman's h a t pin. 
T he u n fo rtu n ate young man is still at 
the hospital recovering from the effects 
of the operation. 
His arrest by the 
sheriff as he leaves his cot will bo the 
first intimation he will have of the dis­ 
covery of the broken pin.

Pan Francisco, June 19.—Supervisor 
James L. Gallagher, who was appoint­ 
ed by the board of supervisors acting 
mayor in place of Mayor Schmitz, who 
is confined in the county Jail awaiting 
sentence for the crime 
of extortion, 
will be by the brl fiery graft prosecu­ 
tion retained In that office until Mr, 
Schmitz has perfected his appeal from 
last 
week’s conviction. 
This 
state­ 
ment wag made by District Attorney 
Langdon. 
He said: 
"The members of the prosecution 
have not even discussed 
with each 
other the nam e of any man to succeed 
Gallagher as emergency mayor for the 
remainder of the yonr. 
We have not 
gone that far yet. 
We are proceeding 
carefully and with due regard to the 
seriousness of the situation. 
I am not 
ready yet to answer with a detailed 
plan the question: ‘Will we sweep out 
of office the entire Schmitz adminis­ 
tration?’ hut I will say this: W e have 
shaped up and are now filling in the 
body of a policy whose one and only 
object, la prompt and effectual relief 
for the public, and we shall permit 
nothing to interfere with the carrying 
forward of that policy. 
We do not 
fear any counter moves by the m ayor’s 
counsel. 
W e are fully advised of the 
law and have entire confidence In the 
legality of the step we have already 
caused to be taken—the appointment 
of an acting mayor—and the legality 
of the further steps we propose taking 
when Mr. Schmitz has perfected his 
appeal.** 
Mayor Schmitz 
at the close 
of a 
long conference with his attorneys ad­ 
dressed to the board of supervisors a 
letter rebuking that body for its action 
in ousting birn.
